i* The fourth is as abſurd as the ſecond ; this is the ftrength , 
Te ſvall be all taught of (j od ; therefore Chriſt enlightens every 
ma"; it muſt firſt be proved that every man is taugat of God. 

The fifth 1 will read thus, How can it be any other then a 
natural light which witneſſeth unto God in thar which is holy, 
and againſt the things of che Spirit of God ? Natural holineſs 
i: can diſcern, not ſpiricual; for as isthe man {fo is his light, 

The fixth is the ſame with the firſt, and receives the ſame 
anſwer : for the diverſity of operations,tis anſwered above. 

The ſeventh makes no proof, Chriſt is a light to lighten the 
Centiles, therefore enlighrens every man. Chriſt came into 
the word that men might have lite, therefore enliveneth every 
man; or Chritt is the Saviour of the Gentiles, therefore ſaveth 
every man, is no good conſequence. 

The eighth intimatcch the checks of conſcience to be the 
checks of C hr.{t becauſe he alone is judge.

The ninth is but the eighth repeated, adding to the number, 
but not to the weignt. 

The tenth is intolerable ; that Chriſt may be the Prince of 
Peace, he muſt be the author of all Peace, yea in them that ſay, 
Peace, peace, 1 Theſ.5. ihe hearts but of a few ſpeak after 
Chriſt ; the whole world lyeth in wickedneſs , and is fallen 
aſleep : Did Criſt inlighten them to conclude their peace ? If 
you mean a gracious peace, how proves it the inlightening of 
every man er 

The ſenſe of the eleventh is hidden from me; light is not the 
way, but diſcoverer of it and guide init, A natural conſcience 
hath no light inthe way to the Father, *17a7,16,17. 

To the twelfth I anſwer, Though the Gentiles which ſinned 
without Law may be judged without Law (viz. writteby the 
Law upon their heart, yer they which have the Law ſhall be 
judged dy it, they that have the Goſpel by that, 27 beſ.1.8. I 
ſee how they daſh againſt the Scriptures as unneceſſary ; Thus 

ſaith the Lord by his word to my heart, will be found ſurer 
_ then thus ſaith the Lord by my heart. Scripture may try every 
voice. 1ſa. 8.29. 

To the thirteenth I anſwer, As the fame man may be rich 
and poor in a diverſe ſenſe, ſo light and darkneſs, Naturall 
lighr, full of the wiſdom of this world , but ſpiritualiy darkneſs. 
Chritt gives light ro them chat ſit in darkneſs, as he guides their 
feet inthe ways of peace, not univerſally, not every foot; but 
every foot that is guided is guided by him. 

The fourteenth is the ſame with the third anſwered there. 

To the fifteenth, I fay all are not convinced, nor will not cill 
Chriſt come, Jude 15. Admit they may be, yet convincing light 
1snot ſpiritual, unleſs convincing ſpiritually , nor is ſuch begun 
by the Law in the heart, but by the word in application, 1 or. 
14.23,24. 2 Pet. 1.19. I obſerve ſtill how oucward miniſtry is 
rendred uſeleſs. 
 Tothe ſixteenth I ſay. doubtleſs there was ſomething good 
in man remaining after the fall ; as ſome good in a Roſe Cake 
when juyce and colour of Roſe. is. gone. 1 muſt ceaſe, it grieves 
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me to ſee ſo much pride in the cloſe of all ; but a falſe prophet 
and unclean ſpirit goes together. I obſerve a hand of God in 
manifeſt contraditions,W here upbraiding all, not of his per- 
ſwaſion, he hath theſe words ; And you that ſee with natural 
eyes, &c. Now the light of the body is the eye, faith the Scri- 
pture; ye believe there isa natural eye bur no natural light ;
